Election/Restrictions

class 713, subclass 321. 

IV. Claims 22-29, and 77-79, drawn to device driver communications, 
classified in class 719, subclass 321. 

V. Claims 30-41 , and 80-85, drawn to communication, classified in class 358, 
subclass 1.15. 

VI. Claims 42-67 and 86-91 , drawn to masking, classified in class 710, 
subclass 49. 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such 
as detecting whether the peripheral is available to participate in transferring data with a 
data processing system or computer. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
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shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility 
such as means or steps are provided to reduce an amount of power consumed by the 
data processing system. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility 
such as communication between application programs or operating systems and 
callable interfacing programs (i.e., device driver programs) which further facilitate 
communication or control of peripheral hardware devices. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Inventions I and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable.
